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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Relative to independent claims 1-2 and 14, 18, 20 the major difference between the 

teaching of the prior art of record (Lin, Konuma et al. and Hashimoto et al.) and the instant 
invention is that the said prior art does not teach an image data compensation method to convert 
image data by storing reference compensation data, interpolating the stored compensation data, 
interpolating the read first compensation data in the coordinate direction and added the second 
compensation data to the image data in case in which the voltage signal positive, the second 
compensation data being performed for a case in which the voltage signal is positive with respect 
to the constant potential. 

Relative to independent claim 8, the major difference between the teaching of the prior 
art of record (Lin et al., Konuma et al. and Hashimoto et al.) and the instant invention is that the 
said prior art does not teach an image data compensation circuit that compensates the image 
data when a voltage signal is supplied to each of the pixels, a compensation table that stores the 
first compensation data, memory that stores reference compensation data, an interpolation 
processor operating so as to, select data corresponding to the second level when the level of the 
image data is within a range between first and second level and select data corresponding to the 
second level when the level of the image data exceeds the second level.
